DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1,7-8,13-14,19-25 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the applicant has claimed a vacuum controller with a microprocessor controlling 
the positioning of a valve and alternating switching the valve between a first position 
connected the first receptacle (which receives the surgical fluid from a body cavity). To 
the vacuum source and a second potion connecting the second receptacle (receiving 
the waste surgical fluid form the drape) to the vacuum source the vacuum controller 
controlling the duration of the time the first receptacle and the second receptacle are 
exposed to a vacuum from the vacuum source, in addition to the vacuum source being 
shared between the first receptacle and the second receptacles by sequential time 
distribution thereof by the valve alternately switching between the first position and the 
second position under the control of the valve controller. Such combination as describe 
above is unique to the art.
